Area control 
of schools 
may be lost

Residents may lose control of their 


local school districts if Cook County 
Assessor Thomas M. Tally's plan to 
reduce assessments on single-family 
homes is approved, critics charged 
Tuesday. 


Funds for suburban schools would 


be so sharply cut back by Tully's plan 
that decisions on long-range planning 
and educational programs would be 
taken out of the hands of local school 
boards, the opponents said. 


Tully has proposed that assess- 


ments on single-family homes be re- 
duced from 22 per cent of market val- 
ue to 16 per cent in order to avoid 
substantial tax increases that Tully 
says will occur because of inflated 
home prices. 


"The proposal made by Assessor 


Tully will effectively eliminate any 
possibility of increasing real estate 
tax revenue by our local school dis- 
trict to solve our local financial prob- 
lems," David Kluxdal, Mount Pros- 
pect Dist. 57 school board member, 
told a meeting of the county board's 
finance committee. 


KLUXDAL, 224 S. LOUIS, Mount 


Prospect, was one of 15 speakers, 
most of them school officials, to at- 


tack Tully's proposal during the third 
round of finance committee hearings 
Tuesday. The committee took no ac- 
tion on the plan. 


The Illinois Assn. of School Boards 


has mounted a vigorous effort to de- 
feat the reduced assessment plan by 
lining up school board members and 
school superintendents from through- 
out the county to testify against it. 


G. Allan Gogo, Des Plalnes Dist. 63 


superintendent, said a reduced assess- 
ment factor in Maine Township "will 
create a severe hardship for our 
schools and the final results may well 
be calamitous." 


Under Tully's plan, the 16 per cent 


assessment figure would be applied 
during the quadrennial reassessment 
of property in the county. Palatine 
and Wheeling townships are among 
the areas scheduled for assessment 
next year.

Police seek couple, car 


in Chicago woman death 


Arlington Heights police are seeking 


two companions and a car in which a 
19-year-old Chicago woman, whose 
body was found in the village Satur- 
day, last was seen alive. 


Police Chief Robert Derks of Arling- 


ton Heights Tuesday said his in- 
vestigators believe the woman, Mar- 
cel In T. McGee of 11131 S. Union St., 
was shot in the head by a .22-caliber 
to ,32-caliber handgun, and her body 
was taken to Arlington Heights. 


A janitor discovered Miss McGee's 


body at 7 a.m. Saturday in the park- 
ing lot of Park School, 306 W. Park 
St., Arlington Heights. She had been 
dead for between three and four 
hours, Derks said. 


MISS McGEE LAST was seen alive 


at 9:30 p.m. Friday on Chicago's 
south side, driving her 1975 blue, four- 
door Datsun, police said. Witnesses 


reportedly saw a man and a woman, 
whom police are seeking for question- 
Ing, in her car. 


Derks said investigators believe the 


killer used the south side manicurist's 
auto to take her body to Arlington 
Heights after the murder. A statewide 
and national alert has been put out for 
the car, Derks said. 


Derks said two teams of Arlington 


Heights detectives are working the 
Chicago and Harvey neighborhoods 
Miss McGee reportedly frequented, 
speaking to friends and witnesses. 


Chicago police are providing access 


to'records and support, Derks said, 
"But the crime is our responsibility, 
and we're handling the primary case 
load." 


Arlington Heights police also are 


awaiting results of a Cook County 
coroner's autopsy conducted Sunday 
in Chicago, Derks said. 


2 admit to selling bogus $20 bills

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His job done, 
Smokey dies 
of old age 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 


original Smokey Bear, who be- 
came a living symbol for fire pre- 
vention campaigns after his 1930 
rescue from a burning forest in 
New Mexico, died Tuesday of old 
age in a "retirement" cage at the 
National Zoo. 


The 26-year-old black bear — 


renamed "Old Smokey" after his 
official retirement by the Forest 
Service in May 1975 — had slowed 
down in his advanced years and 
was feeble and arthritic lately. 


He would not leave his cage in 


the past few days, and was found 
dead Tuesday morning by attend- 
ants who think he died In his 
sleep. 


"It was just old age," said a 


Forest Service spokeswoman. 


She said the bear had lived a 


good, long life for his species, and 
was more than 70 years old in hu- 
man terms. 


He went to what a proposed con- 


gressional resolution once called 
"that great honey tree in the 
sky," she said. 


The government flew his 250- 


pound body, packed in a crate 
with dry ice, home to New Mexico 
Tuesday as provided In a 1974 
congressional resolution. A short 
burial ceremony is planned in the 
Smokey Bear Historical State 
Park near Capitan, N.M. 


Old Smokey was survived by his 


mate, Goldle, about 15, and their 
adopted son — the new Smokey 
Bear. 


Elliot Barker, who was state 


game warden when the original, 
Smokey Bear was found in a for- 
est fire, said Smokey's influence 
on forest fire prevention will live 
on.

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His job done, 
Smokey dies 
of old age 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 


original Smokey Bear, who be- 
came a living symbol for fire pre- 
vention campaigns after his 1950 
rescue from a burning forest in 
New Mexico, died Tuesday of old 
age in a "retirement" cage at the 
National Zoo. 


The 26-year-old black bear — 


renamed "Old Smokey" after his 
official retirement by the Forest 
Service in May 1975 — had slowed 
down in his advanced years and 
was feeble and arthritic lately. 


He would not leave his cage in 


the past few days, and was found 
dead Tuesday morning by attend- 
ants who think he died in his 
sleep. 


"It was just old age," said a 


Forest Service spokeswoman. 


She said the bear had lived a 


good, long life for his species, and 
was more than 70 years old in hu- 
man terms. 


He went to what a proposed con- 


gressional resolution once called 
"that great honey tree in the 
sky," she said. 


The government flew his 250- 


pound body, packed in a crate 
with dry ice, home to New Mexico 
Tuesday as provided in a 1974 
congressional resolution. A short 
burial ceremony is planned in the

BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - New, 


fighting exploded In Beirut Tuesday 
with prospccta for a major con- 
frontation between. advancing Arab 
League pence-keeping troops and 
Christian commanders who vowed to 
"open tiro" on the peace force. 


< Rightist and leftist military commu- 
niques sold fierce fighting and artil- 
lery duels erupted on all fronts in tho 
capital Tuesday night, from the gut- 
ted port district In tho north to the 
front-line suburbs south of tho city. 


"The western and southern sectors 


of Beirut are being subjected to in- 


discriminate shelling with artillery 
and rockets," a leftist broadcast sold. 
"All fronts In tho mountains are un- 
der heavy artillery, mortar and rock- 
et bombardment." 


A leftist army spokesman said 


Christian forces in south Lebanon, 
"aided by Israeli artillery," had 
shelled leftist positions near Ain Ebel, * 
a Christian border village which has 
developed close security tics with Is-, 
rael. 


Moslem and Christian gunmen also 


battled on the outskirts of the leftist- 
held northern port of Tripoli, a right- 


ist communique said. 


The commander of the Arab League 


peace force warned that he was ready 
to use force to get his troops Into posi- 
tion on the front lines and carry out 
the League's peace plan. 


Officers of the rightist Lebanese 


army faction loyal to Gen. Hanna 
Said told reporters they hod warned 
President Ellas Sarkis they would 
"open fire" if any of the 30,000 Arab 
forces advanced on Christian rightist 
positions. 


At the same time, disgruntled right- 


ist militiamen led an estimated 15,000 


demonstrators in east Beirut who set 
up barricades and burned tires in the 
first public display against the entry 
of the Arab forces. 


Tho protestors carried placards say- 


ing, "We reject the entry of Arab 
troops into our areas." 


Units of the Syrian-dominated Arab 


League forces have moved Into posi- 
tions northeast and southeast of the 
capital for an expected sweep on Bei- 
rut itself and eventual deployment 
along the confrontation lines dividing 
the city into Moslem leftist and Chris- 
tian rightist sectors.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some for- 


eign policy experts believe tho Carter 
administration 
will face a devel- 


opment that never existed during the 
Kissinger years — ending or casing 
tho cold war between China and the 
Soviet Union. 


The experts are reading and analyz- 


ing such signals as reduction in the 
Soviet propaganda campaign against 
the Chinese and the fact that tho Chi- 
nese ambassador did not make his 
customary walkout from the Soviet 
October Day ceremonies In Moscow. 


Ray Cllne, former director of In-

"that the disappearance of such a na- 
tionalistic and ideological figure will 
lead to a reduction In th'o Intensity of 
tho conflict. It would be reduced from 
the theological and Ideological level, 
to • normal dispute between nations. 


"There < are still good reasons, — 


tcrritorial^tthnlc and psychological — 
for continuing some l(lnd of dispute, 
but then will be an easing of ten- 
sions." 


Informed sources, who cannot be 


further identified because of their pol- 
icy positions, say experts like Cllne 
ore overreacting to minor signals. 
They think any easing of tension has 
been one-sided on the part of the So- 
viet Union, and that the Chinese will 
remain Implacably opposed to Soviet 
influence. 


These sources say Chinese officials 


have gone out of their was; to stress 
tho continuity of Chinese foreign pol- 
icy despite the death of Mao and Chou 
En-Lai. 


Prof. Franz Michael of the George 


Washington University Institute of 
Slno-Sovlet studies has been pre- 
dicting an end to the Moscow-Peking 
dispute for years, and now thinks it 
has come about.

211's Preparation for Life program 
for pregnant adolescents. 


"They're ready to be sexually ac- 


tive, but they're not at the point 
emotionally where they can come to 
terms with their actions and take pre- 
caulons," she says. "They figure 
they're removed from taking respon- 
sibility for their actions if they say 
they didn't plan to have sex, but got 
carried away with the moment." 


SOME GIRLS decide not to use 


birth control just to see If they really 
can get pregnant and others in- 
tentionally get pregnant to win more 
freedom from their parents or to get 
their boyfriends to marry them, Mrs. 
Anderson says. Still other girls say 
they got pregnant because they want- 
ed to have someone, a baby, who 
would need and lov them. 


Pregnancy and marriage has be- 


come a quick way out of unhappy 
homes for large numbers of adoles- 
cents, Ms. Michelin says. 


"Kids are in love with love because 


they have no one to share their affec- 
tion with," she says. 


Denise, 18, says she probably 


wouldn't have a 1-year-daughter now 
had someone listened to her and taken 
an interest In her problems when she 
was younger. 


"Whenever I needed someone, there 


was never anyone there," she says. 


SHE BITTERLY recalls being 


raped one night the summer after she 
was in eighth grade and running 
home crying to her mother. 


"She didn't even ask why I was cry- 


Ing," Denise says. "She just said, 
•You're drunk. Go to bed.' " 


Desperate for an adult to talk to, 


she sought the help of a priest, but he 
just sent her home to talk to her par- 
ents. 


Eventually someone did come along 


\\ho was willing to listen to her and 
find out what she was all about and 
that someone became the father of 
her baby, though she never did marry 
him. 


"GI11LS USE BABIES for a lot of 


problem-solving uithout realllng that 
all they're doing is creating another 
p r o b l e m , ' ' says Mrs. Anderson. 
"More sex education isn't the answer 
in these cases." 


What's needed, she says, is more 


open talk in the schools and the 
homes about the methods that should 
or should not be used to solve prob- 
lems. 


"Pregnancy Is just a symptom of 


deeper problems," Mrs. Anderson 
says. "I haven't seen a pregnant girl 
yet who hasn't had some other prob- 
lem." 


Whatever is the'answer to the grow- 


ing problem of teen-age pregnancies it 
must be found quickly. Until some- 
thing is done, children will continue 
raising children and the implications 
of this for society are most fright- 
ening, Ms. Michelin says. 


Studies by the March of Dimes have 


found that the intelligence quotient is 
lowest for children of parents who are 
at the beginning or end of child-bear- 
ing years and that 60 per cent of the 
children born to teen-agers arc be- 
coming delinquent before the age of 
10, Stickle says. 


"We're dealing with the health of 


future citizens and something has to 
be done to safeguard this," he says. 


Legally dead 
woman kept 
alive for fetus 


DENVER (UPI) - Colorado Gener- 


al Hospital officials Tuesday said an 
accident victim declared dead earlier 
in the week was being kept alive by 
artificial means in an attempt to save 
her 15-week-old fetus. 


Ted Wren, director of public infor- 


mation for CGH, said the woman, 
Linda Culbertson, 29, was in "very 
critical condition" Tuesday. "There is 
no neurological (brain) activity, but 
she is being kept alive by means of 
respirators, heart machines and in- 
travenous injections," Wren said. 


Linguists excited about 
President-elect's speech 


President-elect Jimmy Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Linguists 


say Jimmy Carter would be making a 
big mistake to try to mute his South- 
ern accent when he becomes presi- 
dent of all the people. 


In telephone Interviews, four ex- 


perts on language said they were ex- 
cited over the prospect of a president 
whose speech pattern is dramatically 
different. But they disagreed over 
whether Carter is bound to lose some 
of his accent, even involuntarily. 


"By not trying to talk Walter Cron- 


kite speech, he's evidencing the legi- 
timacy of the varieties of English,"' 
said Roger Shuy of Washington's Cen- ' 
ter for Applied Linguistics at George- 
town University. 


"He's showing that America is not 


made up of just, one way of talking 
any more than of just one way of 
thinking." 
> 


At the University of South Carolina, 


visiting professor Raven McDavid, 
whom Shuy calls "the grand old man 
of southern accents" said "Carter 
p r o b a b l y can't change, and he 
shouldn't even if he could." 


McDavid, a native of Greenville, 


' S.C., and editor of a linguistic atlas of 
southern speech, quotes a colleague, 
"When a man tries to adjust a form 
of speech so that you can't identify his 


background, you wonder what else he 
is trying to hide." 


McDavid said Carter "took an awful 


chance which his low-key, undramatic 
approach," but his "participatory style 
of speaking" may have helped him 
win the election. 


"He wasn't talking to the people, he 


was t a l k i n g with them," said 
McDavid. 


"It was far removed from Lyndon 


Johnson's exultations. He wasn't say- 
ing 'I will do this' but 'we can do 
this.' He wasn't saying the 'grrret stct 
of Georgia,' he was speaking the lan- 
guage of plain folks, and that heped 
him, particularly with black voters." 


But George Bozzini, director of Eng- 


lish for international students at 
George Washington University, pre- 
diqted Carter's accent would slowly 
fade. 


"When he goes back to Georgia in a 


year's time, people will notice the dif- - 
ference," Bozzini said. 


"You can't help but assimilate. He's 


going to come on as the American 
president, not as a southerner. He'll 
be talking to a wider audience; any 
speaker considers the audience." 


Dr. Faye L. Kelly, who teaches the 


history of English at American Uni- 
versity said southerners are particu- 
larly conscious of accents. 
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ELIZABETH RAY, whoie love life in Washington led to the 
downfall of a powerful congressman, Tuesday said she is 
suing "those responsible" for newspaper ads implying she 
will appear in a Minneapolis strip joint. Speaking from her 
room near the Pheasant Run Playhouse in St. Charles — 
where she is appearing in "Will Success Spoil Rock Hunt* 
er" — Miss Ray said it's simply "not true." 


Metropolitan briefs 
Investigation urged 
into death of birds 


A Chicago ornithologist Tuesday proposed a federal investigation 


Into the deaths of thousands of Lake Michigan water fowl every 
>car. William J. Becchcr, director of the Chicago Academy of Sci- 
ence, said the disease killing the birds may be caused by metallic 
pollutants, poisonous algae or botulism — a food poisoning which 
also affects human beings. 


Becchcr said loons, gulls and wlilte-wlnged scoters have been 


dying by tho thousands every year. The dead birds have been 
found along the lake shore at the Indiana Dunes and far up the 
lake's eastern coast. Ho said such deaths normally should not 
occur In fresh water lakes. 


Nurses ciled for contempt 


Circuit Court Judge Walter P. Dahl Tuesday declared striking 


nurses at Cook County and Oak Forest hospitals in contempt of 
court and fined their union $1,000 per day until they obey his back- 
to-work order. Dahl said the 1,000 nurses, who have been on strike 
for seven days, were "In direct violation" of his order issued last 
Thursday. 


Ho sold the $1,000 a day fine against the Illinois Nurses Assn. 


will be retroactive from the day his injunction took effect — Fri- 
day — and will continue until Nov. 18 when it will increase to 
$10,000 if tho nurses are still on the picket lines. In a three-hour 
hearing, Dahl rejected arguments by attorneys for INA saying the 
union wns not responsible for the continued strike by the local unit 
of the association. 


Illinois briefs 
Fight on for top 
posts in legislature 


A mad scramble Is on for four top leadership posts left open in 


tho Illinois General Assembly, and with party caucuses to fill them 
just weeks awny, no clear front-runners hove emerged. Of the "big 
five" who guided legislation and party affairs the past two years, 
only House Speaker William Redmond, D-Bcnsenvillc, is still In 
the legislature. He Is expected to hand onto his job In January but 
several Democrats, including Clyde Choate, Anna, arc eyeing the 
speaker's chair. 
, 


Tho other four leaders are gone. Senate President Cecil Partcc, 


D-Chicngo, ran for attorney general and lost. William Harris, 
iR-Pontiac. quit as Senate minority leader and lost his race for 
secretary of state. House majority leader Gerald Shea, 
D-Rlvcrslde, retired and James Washburn. R-Morrls. failed in his 
congressional bid. The sudden power void has triggered a fierce 
leadership struggle. Among Senate Democrats, three loyal to Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley — Including his son Richard — are 
frequently mentioned as Partce's successor. The other two are 
Senators Philip Rock and Thomas Hyncs, both of Chicago. 


The race also will Involve a candidate put forth by the so-called 


"Crary Eight," a group of Independent Democrats who banded 
together last session lo force Daley Democrats to accept one of 
them. Sen. Terry Bruce, Olncy, as an assistant majority leader. 
Another of tho "Craw Bight," Sen. Bill Morris, Waukegan, said 
tho group will probably push Bruce for Senate president. 


Senate Republicans, meanwhile, must choose from David Sha- 


piro, Amboy; Bradley Glass, Northbrook; Don Moore, Midlothian; 
John Graham, Harrington; David Rcgncr, Mount Prospect; Stan- 
icy Weaver, Urbana, and James Philip, Elmhurst, all mentioned 
as having leadership ambitions. 


Walker lo return lo law practice 


Gov. Daniel Walker sold Tuesday he will return to practice in 


January and, althoungh he won't "carp" at Governor-elect James 
Thompson's new administration, he, will continue to voice his 
opinions on policy matters. Walker told a new conference he 
definitely will not appoint himself stale treaturer and he said he 
ihos not been In contact with Jimmy Cartr or his staff about a 
federal jab. 


"I undoubtedly will be going back to the private practice of law 


In January," he said. "But I'm not foreclosing totally something ' 
else that might come along in the business world, the educational 
world or tho governmental world." Asked if he will be a critic of 
tho Thompson administration, Walker said, "I'm riot going to go 
around carping. I don't believe In that." 


Walker said he. will continue to be Involved in public affairs 


because "It's In my nature to be involved In those kinds of things." 
Ho said he also sees a role for himself In the Democratic party. 
"Politically, I'm not going to give up my independence and I'm 
going to continue to speak out for an independent brand of Demo- 
cratic politics in this state," he said.

Tuesday repeated warnings of tax In- 
creases and said that if assessments 
were not lowered starting with next 
year's quadrennial reassessment, the 
state could step in and lower the mul- 
tiplier which would hurt all school dis- 
tricts in the county. . 


But school officials said Tuesday 


they are counting on the inflated val- 
ues and the full 22 per cent assess- 
ment to help them out of a financial 
crisis that has forced them to fire 
teachers, close schools and cut pro- 
grams recently. 


One school board member, Dene E. 


Cablk, Skokle Dlst. 69, even predicted 
that Tully's proposal could force sub- 
urban schools Into a state of financial 
collapse. 


"Cook County has not yet seen its 


first school district bankruptcy. We 
would maintain that the adoption of 
the assessor's proposal would bring 
that day closer to hand," she said. 


AN INFLATED TAX BASE does not 


have to lead to higher taxes as Tully 
has predicted, school officials said. 
Locally elected boards still determine 
the amount of tax dollars property 
owners will pay, they said. 


"I fall to understand the underlying 


Implication of the proposal — that lo- 
cal taxing bodies such as boards of 
education cannot be considered re- 
sponsible enough to deal with an In- 
creased tax base," Kluxdal said. 


"Apparently there is a concern that 


compliance with the (22 per cent as- 
sessment) ordinance, by the assessor, 
will mean that all local taxing bodies 
will immediately levy taxes substan- 
tially in excess of what they require 
and that such increases will be 
blamed on the county assessor." 


Julian D'Esposito, attorney for the 


Illinois Assn. of School Boards, said, 
"Simply put, increased assessments 
don't mean increased taxes. They 
mean 
revenue-generating 
capacity 


over a four-year period. 


"IF TAXES INCREASE, that Is be- 


cause locally elected school board 
members, park board members, li- 
brary board members, village board 
members, have decided that their 
residents seek continued service," he 
said. 


D a v i d Zuchlke, 911 See-Gwun, 


Mount Prospect, the only nonschool 


official to speak at Tuesday's hearing, 
said that his neighborhood school will 
be closed because of a lack of funds. 


"Like most people, I don't look for-' 


ward to higher taxes. But I am pain- 
fully aware of the problems of the 
schools," ho said. 


Tully's proposal/would put such a 


heavy lid on school taxes that the lo- 
cal school board would no longer have 
financial control of the village's 
schools, he said. ,

Dixon heir not Daley's choice 


Secretary of State-elect Alan 


J. Dixon is one lucky Democrat. 


He got elected, despite the fact 


that Mayor Daley slated him for 
the wrong office. 


Dlxon, who has gained popu- 


larity statewide in the office of 
state treasurer, had wanted to 
go after the governor's chair. 
But Daley picked Secy, of State 
Michael Hewlett for that race. 
Hewlett succeeded in evicting 
Daley's nemesis, Dan Walker, 
from the governor's mansion, 
but went down in disastrous de- 
feat against the Republicans' 
Jim Thompson. 


In fact, Daley suffered a num- 


ber of rebukes from voters last 
Tuesday. Except Dixon. He was 
the bright spot 


Dixon won the patronage-rich 


office of secretary of state — a 
beautiful position from which to 
advance his ambitions in two or 
four years. 


The Democrats' original plan 


was to have Dixon vacate the 
state treasurer's post (which 
still has two years to run) at the 
last minute so the new Demo- 
cratic governor, Michael Hewl- 
ett, rather than the maverick 
Democrat Walker, would fill it 
by appointment. 


Reportedly it was arranged 


for Hewlett to name State Rep. 
Charles Keller, D-Effingham, as 
the new state treasurer. 


Well, Hewlett won't be in a po- 


sition to make the appointment. 


The new governor will be 


Thompson, and Dixon now has 
the alternatives of letting an an- 
timachine Democrat or a Re- 
publican fill the post. 


He didn't say which he will do 


before leaving on a post-election 
vacation. But he does plan to 
chat with Walker when he re- 
turns. 


Walker has been conciliatory 


since his defeat in the primary, 
and in exchange for some back 
scratching it's conceivable he 
might appoint a state treasurer 
acceptable to Daley. 
' On the other hand, Thomp- 
son's almost sure to name a Re- 
publican to the post. 


We think before Dixon permits 


a lame duck governor to name 
the new stale treasurer, he 
should examine the implications 


for citizens of the state, not just 
his party's leader. 


It was the voters of the state, 


not Daley, who gave Dixon vic- 
tory last week. They liked his 
style and his apparent ability to 
stay above the demands of the 
Daley machine. 


While Dixon would be foolish

Free press wins a small victory at UNESCO 


A tentative step was taken on 


behalf of world press freedom 
last weekend in Nairobi, Kenya. 


The event was a vote by a 


United Nations commission at 
the U.N. Educational Scientific 
and C u l t u r a l Organization 
(UNESCO) conference which de- 
railed, for at least two years, a 
Soviet proposal to make govern- 
ments responsible for the press 
in their countries. 
' • 


The issue has not been entirely 


resolved because a confrontation 
is still possible when the propos- 


al comes up for consideration by 
UNESCO two years from now. 


However, during that time 


U.N. delegates from countries 
around the world will have a 
chance to ponder the resolution 
a n d the cogent 
arguments 


against it made by American 
representatives at the confer- 
ence. 


The resolution, drafted by the 


Soviet Union, expresses, the 
Communist viewpoint on the 
role of the press and other 
media in society. It refers to the 


"use" of the mass media by gov- 
ernments, and in a key, section, 
says governments will be re- 
sponsible for international activ- 
ities of the press under their ju- 
risdiction. 


The implication is clear — un- 


der the resolution, foreign go'v- 
c r n m c n t s could expect the 
American government to some- 
how control the activities of cor- 
respondents . from .newspapers 
and television when they go 
overseas, something that runs 
counter to the First Amendment 


to the 
United States Con- 


stitution. 


During the next two years, 


other nations, particularly those 
in the Third World where press 
freedom is little understood, will 
be able to consider the Commu- 
nist view of the press and con- 
trast it to the view that the press 
is an independent institution free 
to criticize the state. 


If inroads can be made for the 


Western concept of press free- 
dom, citizens of many countries 
and not just the American press, 
will be well served.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Were Jim- 


my Carter and Gerald Ford short- 
changed in the 1976 presidential cam- 
paign? 


That is an opinion shared by both 


Democratic and Republican profes- 
sional politicians — that the $21.8 mil- 
lion allotted to each major party pres- 
idential candidate was not enough to 
finance an adcqudte national cam- 
paign. 


The Nixon campaign went' through 


at least $60 million in 1972, including, 
by one estimate, $1 million on "cam- 
paign junk" — buttons, bumper sti- 
ckers, plastic hats, paper dresses and 
other gimcracks. It hired hundreds of 
people — including a team of burglars 
— with Illegal and in some cases ex- 
torted contributions. 


It was the "horrible example" used 


to clinch the argument for outlawing 
privately financed presidential cam- 
paigns. 


But 1972 is not the standard by 


which 1976 need be measured. People 
who know the way the political pro- 
cess works can point to actual cases 
where the candidates had to eliminate 
legitimate campaign activities. One 
such might be campaign travel. 


There were many states that did not 


see cither candidate during the entire 
campaign. When money is limited, 
campaign planners have to eliminate 
stops In small states to concentrate on 
the populous ones. ' 


The doctrine of "one-person, one- 


vote" tells us that a voter in North 
Dakota is no more and no less impor- 
tant than one in New York. The law 
obviously should not dictate to candi- 
dates how to run their campaigns, but 
it also should not discourage citizen 
access to the candidates. 


It is true the President's strategists

Group's Colony Lake development 
and the Village of Schaumburg's re- 
cent board action concerning this de- 
velopment misses the point in one in- 
stance and misrepresents in another.

Schaumburg Village policy restricting 
multi-family development to 15 per 
cent three-bedroom to avoid over- 
crowding schools. The development 
approved would contain 50 per cent 
two-bedroom units with the balance 
three-bedroom and two-bedroom with 
den. Such a development with typical 
multiple family density would indeed 
have an undesirable Impact on the 
school district. Even though the devel- 
oper donated an eight-acre school site, 
(located in Hoffman Estates, by the 
way) committed $100 per three-bed- 
room unit and $25 per two-bedroom 
unit to the school district and agreed 
to the extension of Salem Drive from 
Bode to Golf as well as donations 'to 
the fire department, cultural center, 
hospital fund along with $10,000 worth 
of playground equipment, a 2-V4 acre 
park site, a lake with a 25 foot deed- 
out (not easement as indicated in 
your story) around its banks and two 
tennis courts to the park district — 
even with all this the zoning board 'of 
appeals and the Schaumburg Village 
Board would have denied Colony 
Lake's zoning were It not for the low 
density of the development, 4.6 units 
per acre.

And with the vote totals showing an- 


other drop in turnout — almost down 
to 53 per cent — the first publicly fi- 
nanced presidential campaign ob- 
viously failed to excite public interest 
in the most important function of citi- 
zenship. - 


Public financing may have elimi- 


nated the corruptive influence of fat 
cat campaign contributions; in limit- 
ing the opportunities to both inform 
and arouse the public, it may also 
have hurt the election process. 


There is no guarantee that giving 


presidential candidates more public 
funds to spend would improve their 
campaigns or increase voting. But it 
might be worth spending a few mil- 
lion dollars more in 1930 to find out.

Strike threatened 
at Harvester 


The United Auto Workers union announced Tuesday Its 43,000 


members at International Harvester plants across tho nation will 
go on strike at midnight Nov. 17 unless a new contract Is reached 
by then. Tho UAW Issued the strike notice to the Chicago-based 
manufacturer of trucks, farm and construction equipment on the 
same day Deere and Co., resumed production after a 30-day strike 
by the UAW affecting Its 27,00 workers. The third of the "Big 
Three" form Implement manufacturers, Caterpillar of Pcoria, 
said its negotiation with tho UAW had been in recess since Oct. 27.

Walker said 
the savings and loan Industry has guaranteed that if cither com- 
mittee decides a person should receive a loan, a lender will be 
found.

Thomas Elsclc, deputy director of the 
federation, said U.S. Steel and the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency arc involved In a controversy about a new discharge per- 
mit, Issued by the EPA for tho U.S. Steel Gary Works plant. 
Elsclc said the federation brief was filed "as a friend of the 
court."

Natural gas cuts lo hit industry 
Predicted cutbacks In natural gas deliveries will fall almost 


entirely In industry this winter, and homeowners and small busi- 
nesses arc not likely to be affected even If the winter is unusually 
severe, Vice Chairman John H. Hollman HI of the Federal Power 
Commission said Tuesday. Hollman was the opening witness at 
House hearings called by Rep. John D. Dingcll, D-Mlch., on tho 
effects of a projected 22 per cent reduction in interstate gas deliv- 
eries this winter. Dingcll, chairman of tho House Energy and 
Power subcommittee, said the planned cutbacks represent an in- 
crease of about 25 per cent over last winter's curtailments under 
firm contracts. 


Meanwhile, tho U.S. Court of Appeals in Washington D.C., Tues- 


day stayed the effect of the Federal Power Commission's order 
last week Increasing natural gas prices. This bars the increase 
unless producers promise to refund the higher charges if they 
eventually lose in court. Full oral hearings are scheduled for 
Thursday before tho appellate court In the suit brought by the 
American Public Gas Assn. against the FPC on behalf of con- 
sumer groups.

The Dow lost 2.91 points to 930.77, 


the lowest level since it finished at 
929.63 Jan. 16. The blue-chip average 
has fallen 35.32 points since Jimmy 
Carter beat Gerald Ford for the presi- 
dency last week. It has lost 29.67 
points the past three sessions, in- 
cluding 9.39 Monday. 


One observer 
characterized 
the 


stock market as being in a "lame 
duck" position, since Investors have 
to wait until President-elect Carter 
has spelled out his economic policies 
sometime early next year. Many ex- 
perts said the market is likely to drift. 
. OTHER AVERAGES followed the

Bugs

• Some of the auto radio trouble brought 
into the Landwehr's TV & Appliance 
Center shop is not caused by the radio 
at all but from sources in the auto- 
mobile. Here are a few of the bugs: 


Auto generator interference causes 


humming in the radio speaker. To stop 
it, clean and tighten all the generator 
connections and replace the condenser. 


Sharp, crackling noises arc usually 
loose connections on the ignition sys- 
tem. Tighten these on the distributor, 
coil and plugs and check ground wires, 
too. 


Sometimes curb feelers and tire 


valves can cause static popping In the 
radio. Tighten curb feelers and use 
anti-static powder in the tires to solve 
this.

Ivor Richard briefed British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland during a 24-hour trip to London on the status of 
tho talks between four black nationalist leaders and the white 
minority regime on the future of Rhodesia. The conference has 
bogged down over the issue of fixing a date for Rhodesian Indepen- 
dence under black majority rule..

Sister M. Amata Is a rare combination of business- 


like efficiency, cool logic, inner spirituality and hu- 
man compassion. 


Sitting there In her spotless white habit in the qui- 


et, clean, uncluttered atmosphere of her executive 
office, she discussed matter of factly her recent ap- 
pointment to the highest executive office of Holy 
Family Hospital, DCS Plalncs, that of president. 


"Now I will have more time to do better some of 


the same things I was doing as executive vice-presi- 
dent," she said. "More time for community rela- 
tions. More time to keep up with federal and state 
regulations for health care Institutions, and to work 
more closely with the hospital's Governing Board. A 
well informed board is important." 


THE GOVERNING DOARD consists of chairman 


Sister M. Alexandra, five other Sisters of the Holy 
Family of Nazareth order, two doctors and three 
li^-mcn from the community. It functions precisely 
like the board of trustees of any large corporation, 
setting policy within which the administration devel- 
ops Internal policy. 


And heading administration is Sister Amata, the 


soft spoken, middle-aged woman who keeps her mind 
as well as her 247-bod hospital in good working or- 
der. 


Born In Wichita Falls, Tex., she developed a keen 


interest In nursing when, as a girl of 18, she did 
volunteer work in a hospital admitting office. When 
sho decided to enter the convent, she looked for an 


order that had a hospital. She found it In the Sisters 
of the Holy Family of Nazareth. 


AFTER SISTER AMATA completed her nurse's 


training at St. Mary of Nazareth Hospital on Chi- 
cago's near-north side, she supervised a medical 
floor there for a year. Then she was transferred to a 
small 37-bcd hospital In Taos, N. Mcx., where she 
became a staff nurse. 


"It was a wonderful year," she smiled. "I worked 


all departments, all shifts, with patients of all ages. I 
assisted with almost all the surgery. And I delivered 
three babies." 


The following year she came back to the Chicago 


hospital to become assistant director of the school of 
nursing, at the same time taking courses at DePaul 
and Loyola Universities. Her education continued at 
Catholic University in Washington, D.C., for the next 
three years. 


SHE RETURNED to St. Mary of Nazareth Hospi- 


tal with a master's degree in nursing education, and 
a year later became director of the school of nurs- 
ing, a post she held for 12 years. 


Sister Amata Joined Holy Family as administrator 


in 1063 when the hospital was only four years old. 
Later she fit into her busy schedule a special Univer- 
sity of Chicago program for full-time executives, a 
two-year course of study that led to her master's 
degree in business administration. 


"It was a wonderful experience," she said with 


enthusiasm. "I learned so much, studying with bank- 
ers, leaders of industry, attorneys, sales executives. 
I was the only; woman in the program at that time, 


and the only female religious who had ever been in 
it." 


IN HER YEARS with Holy Family Hospital, Sister 


Amata has seen a good many changes. "1965," she 
mused, "those were simple days in comparison." 


"Health care was rather comfortable then, but the 


situation changed with Medicare in 1966," she went 
on. "Wo rejoiced that the elderly would get assis- 
tance. But none of us realized the tremendous 
amount of paper work, the endless record-keeping, 
the way hospitals would be put on the defensive to 
explain their costs." 


Another area of change involved raising the status 


of hospital employes and making them more equal to 
other employes in terms of wages, salaries and bene- 
fits. 


"WE HAVE TRIED to get salaries up and make 


the hospital an attractive place to work," she said. 
"Nurses these days can work in so many places oth- 
er than a hospital — in industry, in government. We 
must be competitive." 


She went on to explain that this is even more of a 


problem in food service, housekeeping and linen ser- 
vice. "As society becomes more affluent, it's diffi- 
cult to attract people to these jobs," she said. "Who 
wants to wash dishes! Hospitals as never before 
have to think of supply and demand." 


Sister Amata has seen a tremendous increase in 


the load of outpatient services at Holy Family — in 
radiology, pathology, nuclear medicine, neuro-physi- 
ology, physical therapy, respiratory therapy. 


THE EMERGENCY, department has grown from a 


one-room, five-cubicle unit to an 11-room depart- 
ment, each room Individually equipped with all life- 
support systems. Today doctors in the emergency 
room can communicate with the ambulance driver, 
even read the ambulance patient's EKG. In 1965, the 
emergency department handled less than 9,000 
cases; this year, there will be more than 20,000. 


Sister Amata is intensely proud of the new in- 


tensive care and cardiac care units. The circular 
design of the rooms makes it possible for every 
patient to be physically seen from the nurses' desks. 
"As a person with a nursing background, I find that 
very comforting," she said. 


"Not only that, but each room Is an outside room 


and has a big window." She is positively beaming 
now. "Imagine that! A patient in the emergency 
room wondering if he will ever again see the light of 
day is put in intensive care — and that's the first 
thing he sees!" 


MOST RECENTLY, the hospital received approval 


for the EMI body scanner, and Sister Amata is very 
excited about that. 


"We must keep pace with advances in tech- 


nology," she say?. "We must respond to the needs of 
the community for programs, services and even beds 
if they are needed. 'Needed," that's the key word. 
Not to have things just to have them." 


Above all, she is determined to continue to pro- 


mote the family spirit that is so characteristic of 
Holy Family Hospital, not only among the hospital 
personnel but among the people of the community 
who use its services.

All women between 35 and 50 


who are at higher risk of devel- 
oping breast cancer should havo 
mammograms, the Chief Medical 
Officer of the American Cancer 
Society said this week. 


Dr. Arthur I. Hollcb, in an edi- 


torial In the November-December 
CA, A Cancer Journal for Clini- 
cians, also told which women are 
"at higher risk" and appealed to 
physicians to help restore con- 
fidence In tho breast x-rays that 
havo proved helpful in finding 
somo very early cancers. 


Tho editorial, "Restoring Con- 


fidence In Mammography," was 
released In New York by the Can- 
cer Society. 
' 


Hollcb said ho puts a woman, 


under 50 in tho "higher risk" cat- 
egory If sho has at least one of the 
following: 
• 


• Chronic cystic matltls, with or 


without pain. 


• Lumps and thickenings In the 


breast. 
, 
• 


• Nipple discharge or other 


nipple abnormalities. 


• • A personal history of breast 
cancer. 


• A family history of breast 


cancer on the maternal or pater- 
nal side. 


• A family history of breast 


cancer in sisters. 


• Early onset of menstruation. 
• No history of pregnancy. 
• First full-term pregnancy at 


age 30 or older. 


• Breast cancer scheduled for 


diagnostic purposes. 
. • Fear of breast cancer that re-. 
quires the reassurance of a nega- 
tive examination. 


Hollcb sold a mamniogram with 


a very small dose of radiation — 
one rod — increases the women's 
probability of developing breast 
cancer from one In 14.3 women to 
one In 14.1. 


"Any risk, no matter how small, 


should not be completely dis- 
missed," he said. 


"At the same time we must not 


minimize the risk of spontaneous 
breast cancer, which remains the 
leading cancer killer of American 
women and the leading cause of 
death in women 39 to 44!"

He reminded doctors that the 


art of medicine Includes "eval- 
uating which regimen carries the 
greatest benefit and the least 
risk." 


"This is the central issue in the 


current controversy concerning 
the advisability of mammogra- 
phy," he said. 


SINCE LAST January some 


doctor critics of mammography 
have said .the diagnostic breast 
X-rays may cause more, cancers 
than they find in early stages — 
taking more lives than they save. 
' Tho 27 centers have enrolled 
270,000 women In a demonstration 
project funded by the American 
Cancer Society and the National 
Cancer Institute. The program is 
to run until 1980.

Father must consent 
to child's adoption 


Dear Ms. Martoccio, 


I got a divorce 10 months ago and was given custody of my 


5-year-old. Since then I remarried. 


My ex-husband has not paid any child support during the entire 


time and has made no attempt to contact his child. In fact, he's 
left the state and will shortly be overseas. Is it possible for my 
present husband to adopt my daughter without her real father's 
consent? 


Is it possible to change my child's name without going through 


adoption?— R.JJF. 
Dear R.J.F. 


If your present husband wishes to adopt soar child, you would 


have to receive the consent of your child's natural father. 


However, your child may use any name you wish to give her 


with or without adoption. This right extends to anyone who wishes 
to use another name without going through any formal procedure 
providing it is not done to cheat anyone, or to represent one's self 
as another person by that same name. You do not have to have a

Prostate exam 
often omitted 


My husand died In November of last year of prostrate cancer. 


Previous lo his death In three vfelU to the doctor he didn't receive 
a prostate examination until the last examination — one out of 
three and that one too late. 


Doctors don't like doing the exam. Men don't like getting the 


exam. If someone could get the doctors to Insist, I am sure the 
fatalities would drop. 


At the risk of irritating some of my colleagues I must say that if 


prostates were breasts, they would be examined more often. You 
are absolutely right that many doctors neglect to do a rectal ex- 
amination. In view of the high rate of cancer of the prostate (third 
most common cause of cancer death hi men) and rectal and colon 
cancer in both men and women (second most common cause of all 
cancer deaths), such an omission is inexcusable. 


Medical schools have long tried to teach this. A common teach- 


ing expression was that "if you don't put your finger In it you put 
your foot in It." The efforts have been only partially successful. 


When tho doctor doesn't do a complete examination, the only 


recourse is to ask him why not Then if he still does not do a rectal 
examination, you should think about getting a different doctor. 
. 


It is not all the doctor's fault. Many patients simply do not want 


the examination. Many men in particular avoid any medical ex- 
amination at all. Here is where wives can really help. By insisting 
that the man have an annual checkup and that it be a complete 
examination she can help him avoid disaster. I know it should not 
bo necessary for a mature individual to be reminded that he needs 
to toko steps to look after his own health, but when a man does not 
net in a responsible way, such measures are about all that are 
left. ' 


A man with the responsibility of loved ones and a family also 


has tho responsibility to his loved ones to look after his health and 
regard it as one of the family's most important Investments. 


The simple truth remains that more than half of the deaths from 


cancer of tho prostate can be prevented by early detection and 
proper treatment.

Bettor still, let's share It with everybody. It's a regular brownie 


recipe that freezes beautifully. Cream one and one-half sticks and 
thrco tablespoons margarine with one and one-quarter cups granu- 
lated sugar until creamy. Then odd three eggs, one at a time, 
boating as each egg is added. Then gradually add three-fourths 
cup of cocoa, three-fourths cup of flour and one cup of coarsely cut 
walnuts. Add one teaspoon vanilla and mix thoroughly. Bake in a 
9x13 pan In a 325-degreo oven for about 25 minutes. Don't over- 
bake. A toothpick inserted in the center should come out almost 
dry. When cool, cover with a frosting made of one-half cup of 
sifted powdered sugar, one-quarter cup of sifted cocoa, two table- 
spoons margarine, one tablespoon sour cream and two tablespoons 
light cream. Taste the frosting mix. You may want to add more 
cocoa or sugar. Cut Into squares. 


Dear Dorothy: Every year I add a few more Christmas tree- 


ornaments which my young daughters help to make. We cover 
round plastic foam balls with velvet remnant pieces and tack on 
various odds and ends which we save for this purpose - broken 
jewelry, bits of lace, sequins and so on.

Atoms^-building blocks of matter

WHAT IS AN ATOM? 


The air wo breathe, the water we drink, tho , 


clothes we wear, In fact everything that takes up 
space and has weight is called matter. Whether a 
solid, a liquid or a gns, tho smallest piece of matter 
that keeps the original characteristics of the sub- 
stance Is called a molecule. For example, a sugar 
molecule Is tho smallest piece that Is still sugar. 


With special equipment, scientists can break down 


a molecule Into still smaller parts called atoms. If 
wo broke down a molecule of sugar, for example, wo 
would have 12 carbon atoms, 22 hydrogen atoms and 
11 oxygen atoms. If carbon, hydrogen and oxygen 
atoms wcro proportioned and arranged differently, 
however, we would have any number of other sub- 
stances, such as alcohol or starch. 


Atoms are colled the building blocks of matter be- 


cause all substances are composed of them. When 
atoms of tho same kind combine, they form mole- 
cules of tho chemical elements. Many of the 100-odd 
elements you are familiar with Include calcium, car- 
bon, hydrogen, nitrogen, oxygen and sulfur. 


An atom is so small that by comparison a speck of 


dust would bo gigantic. Placed side by side, about 25 
million atoms would be needed to span the head of a 
pin. What's more, atoms are so light it would take 
billions and billions to weigh a mere ounce.

Most of an atom is empty space. But oven so, 


scientists have identified many of its different parts. 
Three of tho basic components arc the protons, neut- 
rons and electrons. Protons and neutrons arc found 
in the center of the atom, while tho electrons spend 
their time orbiting1 around them. The protons carry a 
positive electrical charge, and tho electrons carry a 
negative charge. It is this electrical attraction that 
keeps an atom together.

• Actually two animals go by tho name "bandicoot."

The other bandicoot is a small, 
pouched animal found in Australia, Tasmania and 
New Guinea.

Area control 
of schools 
may be lost

Residents may lose control of their 


local school districts If Cook County 
Assessor Thomas M. Tully's plan to 
reduce assessments on single-family 
homes is approved, crUlcs charged 
Tuesday. 


Funds for suburban schools would 


be so sharply cut back by Tully's plan 
that decisions on long-range planning 
and educational programs would be 
taken out of the hands of local school 
boards, the opponents said. 


Tully has proposed that assess- 


ments on single-family homes be re- 
duced from 22 per cent of market val- 
ue to 16 per cent in order to avoid 
substantial tax Increases that Tully 
says will occur because of inflated 
home prices. 


"The proposal made by Assessor 


Tully i will effectively eliminate-any 
possibility of increasing real estate ' 
tax revenue by our local school dis- 
trict to solve our local financial prob- 
lems," David Kluxdal, Mount Pros- 
pect Dlst. 57 school board member, 
told a meeting of the county board's . 
finance committee.

Prospect, was one of 15 speakers, 
most of them school officials, to at- 
tack Tully's proposal during the third 
round of finance committee hearings 
Tuesday. The committee took no ac- 
tion on the plan. 


The Illinois Assn. of School Boards 


has mounted a vigorous effort to de- 
feat the reduced assessment plan by 
lining up school board members and 
school superintendents from through- 
out the county to testify against it. 


G. Allan Gogo, DCS Plaines Dlst. 63 


superintendent, said a reduced assess- 
ment factor in Maine Township "will 
create a severe hardship for our 
schools and the final results may well 
be calamitous." 


Under Tully's plan, the 16 per cent 


assessment figure would be applied 
during the quadrennial reassessment 
of property In the county. Palatine 
and Wheeling townships are among 
the areas scheduled for assessment 
next year.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 


original Smokey Bear, who be- 
came a living swnbol for fire pre- 
vention campaigns after his 1950 
rescue from a burning forest in 
New Mexico, died Tuesday of old 
age in a "retirement" cage at the 
National Zoo. 


The 26-year-old black bear — 


renamed "Old Smokey" after his 
official retirement by the Foresl 
Service in May 1975 — had slowed 
down in his advanced years and 
was feeble and arthritic lately. 


He would not leave his cage in 


the past few days, and was found 
dead Tuesday morning by attend- 
ants who think he died in his 
sleep. 


"It was just old age," said a 


Forest Service spokeswoman. 


She said the bear had lived a 


good, long life for his species, and 
was more than 70 years old in hu- 
man terms. 


He went to what a proposed con- 


gressional resolution once called 
"that great honey tree in the 
sky," she said. 


The government flew his 250- 


pound body,, packed in a crate 
with dry ice, home to New Mexico 
Tuesday as provided in a 1974 
congressional resolution. A short 
burial ceremony is planned in the 
Smokey Bear Historical State 
Park near Capltan, N.M. 


Old Smokey was survived by his 


mate, Goldie, about 15, and their 
adopted son — the new Smokey 
Bear.

Loneliness of the beat—cop on his night vigil

This is a story of Tim Hlllycr. A 


Police officer. A man who works 
the streets of the suburbs at night, 
alone. 


His is a story of a job ho 


wouldn't trade for any other, al- 
though ho says he's 36 going on 
SO. 


A momentary flash of light 


brightens his burly face as he 
talks about his work and the work 
of other suburban cops. 


Tho flame is quickly ex- 


tinguished and the cab of patrol 
car 173 goes dark, lighted only by 
passing cars, strcctlnmps and the 
pale green glow from the dash- 
board. 


CAR 173 CRUISES through the 


deserted Industrial park on the 
west side of Wheeling. Security 
lights throw dark shadows along 
the back alleys of local stores. 
The night is silent. 


"If you're not careful you can 


lead a lonely life," Hillyer says 
from under his heavy mustache. 
"But the actual job isn't lonely. 
I've got 8 million people, or at 
least It seems that way, to bo be- 
hind me if I need them." 


But for now, Hlllycr sits alone 


in the front seat of his squad car, 
talking on a variety of topics dur- 
ing his long night vigil, sporad- 
ically interrupted by the mechani- 
cal voice on the radio. 


HE T A L K S ABOUT being 


friendly. "There are people that 
Just won't let you be nice. The 
hardest thing to learn In this busi- 
ness is that you can't be nice to 
everyone." 


But the topic he speaks best on 


is what he knows best. What it's 
like to be a cap. 


"The initial appeal of being a 


cop —well I guess It still is — is 
that over the years you build up a 
t r e m e n d o u s feeling of cam- 
araderie. You really get a lot out 
of it." 


But the very camaraderie so en- 


joyable- to Hillyer can bo a cop's 
major pitfall he says. 


"It's easy to become very nar- 


row when you're a policeman. Af- 
ter I became one, all I ever saw 
was police and policemen's wives. 
Pretty soon you-lose touch with 
things outside tho department. 
Your job literally becomes your 
life. You don't have any outside 
activities. You can really lead a 
lonely life that way." 


THE HUSKY VOICE pauses, 


leaving only the droning sound of 
the squad car motor to hear. He 
knows all too well the pitfalls of 
police work. Ho is alone. 


"I went through what I call a 


negative period. I was down about 
most everything. I didn't really 
know it was affecting my homo 
life," he says.

CAR 173 CRUISES through the 


deserted industrial park on the 
west side of Wheeling. Security 
lights throw dark shadows along 
the back alleys of local stores. 
The night is silent.

Area control 
of schools 
may be lost

Residents may lose control of their 


local school districts if Cook County 
Assessor Thomas M. Tully's plan to 
reduce assessments on single-family 
homes is approved, critics charged 
Tuesday. 


Funds for suburban schools would 


be so sharply cut back by Tully's plan 
that decisions on long-range planning 
and educational programs would be 
taken out of the hands of local school 
boards, the opponents said. 


Tully has 'proposed that assess- 


ments on single-family homes be re- 
duced from 22 per cent of market val- 
ue to 16 per cent in order to avoid 
substantial tax Increases that Tully 
says will occur because of inflated 
home prices. 


"The proposal made by Assessor 


Tully will effectively eliminate any 
possibility of increasing real estate 
tax revenue by our local school dis- 
trict to solve our local financial prob- 
lems," David Kluxdal, Mount Pros- 
pect Distr 57 school board member, 
told a meeting of the county board's 
finance committee. 


KLUXDAL, 224 S. LOUIS. Mount 


Prospect, was one of 15 speakers, 
'most of them school officials, to at- 


tack Tully's proposal during the third 
round of finance committee hearings 
Tuesday. The committee took no ac- 
tion on the plan. 
' The Illinois Assn. of School Boards 
has mounted a vigorous effort to de- 
feat the reduced assessment plan by 
lining up school board members and 
school superintendents from through- 
out the county to testify against it.

superintendent, said a reduced assess- 
ment factor in Maine Township "will 
create a severe hardship for our 
schools and the final results may well 
be calamitous." - 


Under Tully's plan, the 16 per cent 


assessment figure would be applied 
during the quadrennial reassessment 
of property in the county. Palatine 
and Wheeling townships arc among 
the areas scheduled for assessment 
next year.

Area control 
of schools 
may be lost

Residents may lose control of their 


local school districts if Cook County 
Assessor Thomas M. Tally's plan to 
reduce assessments on single-family 
homes is approved, critics charged 
Tuesday. 


Funds for suburban schools would 


be so sharply cut back by Tully's plan 
that decisions on long-range planning 
and educational programs would be 
taken out of the hands of local school 
boards, the opponents sold. 


Tully has proposed that assess- 


ments on single-family homes be re- 
duced from 22 per cent of market val- 
ue to 16 per cent In order to avoid 
substantial tax increases that Tully 
says will occur because of inflated 
home prices. 


"The proposal made.b.y. Assessor 


Tully will effectively eliminate any 
possibility of increasing real estate 
tax revenue by our local school dis- 
trict to solve our local financial prob- 
lems," David Kluxdal, Mount Pros- 
pect Dlst. 57 school board member, 
told a meeting of the county board's 
finance committee.

Prospect, was one of 15 speakers, 
most of them school officials, to at- 


tack Tully's proposal during the third 
round of finance committee hearings 
Tuesday. The committee took no ac- 
tion on the plan.

original Smokey Bear, who be- 
came a living symbol for fire pre- 
vention campaigns after his 1950 
rescue from a burning forest in 
New Mexico, died Tuesday of old 
age in a "retirement" cage at the 
National Zoo. 


The 26-year-old black bear — 


renamed "Old Smokey" after his 
official retirement by the Forest 
Service in May 1975 — had slowed 
down in his advanced years and 
was feeble and arthritic lately. 


He would not leave his cage in 


the past few days, and was found 
dead Tuesday morning by attend- 
ants who think he died in his 
sleep. 


"It was just old age," said a

$28,000 stale grant 


A $28,000 state grant to expand 


counseling services for families of 
adolescents has been awarded to 
Omni-House: Youth Services Bureau. 


The grant from tho Illinois Law En- 


forcement Commission will go toward 
the hiring of a professional family 
counseling director and a family coun- 
selor, Peter Dlgro, executive director, 
sold. He said $15,000 will bo used for 
Omnl-Houso services to Wheeling 
Township and $13,000 for services to 
Vcrnon Township. 


Digre said tho grant will "go far to 


alleviate the problem of scarce funds 
and more requests for services that 
we con handle."

Lack of quorum 
at zone meeting 
cost village $177

The lack of a quorum at the Oct. 25 


Elk Grove Village Plan Commission 
meeting cost the village $177 In 
wasted fees. 


Despite only having four members 


present — one less of a quorum — the 
plan commission proceeded with a 
public hearing on a zoning code 
amendment to regulate coin-operated 
amusement devices and centers. 


Associate Village Atty. George Kni- 


ckerbocker later decided that the lack 
of a quorum jeopardizes the legality 
of the meeting and says the hearing 
must be rescheduled. 


THE COST OF Oct. 25 hearing also 


must be duplicated — $20 for publish- 
ing a legal notice, $122 for the 61-page 
transcript of the hearing and $35 for 
the appearance of village planning 
consultant Gerald Estes. The village 
was the petitioner in the hearing and 
must pay the fees. 


Knickerbocker said there will be no 


double-billing for his time at the two 
hearings. 


In addition to the jivnsted money, 


there will be a two-month delay as the 
next possible hearing date is Dec. 13, 
said the village clerk's office. 


The commission has been plagued 


with poor attendance since March 
1975. Since then, all nine members 


have been present at only two meet- 
ings. 


ONE MEMBER RESIGNED in Sep- 


tember 1975 and has to be replaced. 
Of the eight remaining members,

deserted industrial park on the 
west side of Wheeling. Security 
lights throw dark shadows along 
the back alleys of local stores.

"If you're not careful you can

HE T A L K S ' ABOUT being

is what he knows best. What it's 
like to be a cop. 


"The initial appeal of being a 


cop —well I guess it still Js — is 
that over the years you build up a 
t r e m e n d o u s feeling of cam- 
araderie. You really get a lot out 
of it." 


But the very camaraderie so en- 


joyable to Hillyer can be a cop's 
major pitfall he says. . 


"It's easy to become very nar- 


row when you're a policeman. Af- 
ter I became one, all I ever saw 
was police and policemen's wives. 
Pretty soon you lose touch with 
things outside the department. 
Your job literally becomes your 
life. You don't have any outside 
activities. You can really lead a 
lonely life that way." 


THE HUSKY VOICE pauses,

"I went through what I call a 


negative period. I was down about 
most everything. I didn't really 
know it was affecting my home 
life," he says. "Being a cop can 
be disastrous to a marriage."

Area control 
of schools 
may be lost

Residents may lose control of their 


local school districts if Cook County 
Assessor Thomas M. Tully's plan to 
reduce assessments on single-family 
homes is approved, critics charged 
Tuesday. 


Funds for suburban schools would 


be so sharply cut back by Tully's plan 
that decisions on long-range planning 
and educational programs would be 
taken out of the hands of local school 
boards, the opponents said. 


Tully has proposed that assess- 


ments on single-family homes be re- 
duced from 22 per cent of market val- 
ue to 16 pc? cent in order to avoid 
substantial tax increases that Tully 
says will occur because of inflated 
home prices. 


"The proposal made by Assessor 


Tully will effectively eliminate any 
possibility of increasing real estate 
tax revenue by our local school dis- 
trict to solve our local financial prob- 
lems," David Kluxdal, Mount Pros- 
pect Dist. 57 school board member, 
told a meeting of the county board's 
finance committee.

Prospect, was one of 15 speakers, 
most of them school officials, to at- 


tack Tully's proposal during the third 
round of finance committee hearings 
Tuesday. The committee took no ac- 
tion on the plan. 


The Illinois Assn. of School Boards 


has mounted a vigorous effort to de- 
feat the reduced assessment plan by 
lining up school board members and 
school superintendents from through- 
out the county to testify against it. 


G. Allan Gogo, DCS Plaines Dist. 63 


superintendent, said a reduced assess- 
ment factor in Maine Township "will 
create a severe hardship for our 
schools and the final results may uell 
be calamitous." 


Under Tully's plan, the 16 per cent. 


assessment figure would be applied 
during the quadrennial reassessment 
of property in the county. Palatine 
and Wheeling townships are among 
the areas scheduled for assessment 
next year. •

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His job done, 
Smokey dies 
of old age 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 


original Smokey Bear, who be- 
came a living symbol for fire pre- 
vention campaigns after his 1930 
rescue from a burning forest in 
New Mexico, died Tuesday of old 
age in a "retirement" cage at the 
National Zoo. 


The 26-year-old black bear — 


renamed "Old Smokey" after his 
official retirement by the Forest 
Service in May 1975 — had slowed 
down in his advanced years and 
was feeble and arthritic lately. 


He would not leave his cage in 


the past few days, and was found 
dead Tuesday morning by attend- 
ants who think he died in his 
sleep. 


"It was just old age," said a 


Forest Service spokeswoman. 


She said the bear had lived a 


good, long life for his species, and 
was more than 70 years old in hu- 
man terms. 


He went to what a p oposed con- 


gressional resplution once called 
"that great honey tree in the 
sky." she said. 


The government flew his 250- 


pound body, packed in a crate 
with dry ice, home to New Mexico 
Tuesday as provided in a 1974 
congressional resolution. A short 
burial ceremony is planned in the 
Smokey Bear Historical State 
Park near Capitan, N.M.

Old Smokey was survived by his

Police seek couple, car 
in Chicago woman death 


Arlington Heights police are seeking 


two companions and a car in which a 
19-year-old Chicago woman, whose 
body was found in the village Satur- 
day, last was seen alive. 


Police Chief Robert Derks of Arling- 


ton Heights Tuesday said his in- 
vestigators believe the woman, Mar- 
cella T. McGee of 11131 S. Union St., 
was shot in the head by a .22-caliber 
to .32-caliber handgun, and her body 
was taken to Arlington Heights. 


A janitor discovered Miss McGee's 


body at 7 a.m. Saturday in the park- 
ing lot of Park School, 306 W. Park 
St., Arlington Heights. She had been 
dead for between three and four 
hours, Derks said. 


MISS McGEE LAST was seen alive 


at 9:30 p.m. Friday on Chicago's 
south side, driving her 1975 blue, four- 
door Datsun, police said. Witnesses 


reportedly saw a man and a woman, 
whom police are seeking for question- 
ing, in her car. 


Derks said investigators believe the 


killer used the south side manicurist's 
auto to take her body to Arlington 
Heights after the murder. A statewide 
and national alert has been put out for 
the car, Derks said. 


Derks said two,teams of Arlington 


Heights detectives are working the 
Chicago and Harvey neighborhoods 
Miss McGee reportedly frequented, 
speaking to friends and wjtnesses. 


Chicago police are providing access 


to records and support, Derks said, 
"But the crime is our responsibility, 
and we're handling the primary case 
load." 


Arlington Heights-police also are 


awaiting results of a Qook County 
coroner's autopsy conducted Sunday 
in Chicago, Derks said.
